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A pulley which carried a belt for driv- 
ing a fan blower recently flew to pieces, 

nd, although the pulley was comparatively 

ght, considerable damage was done to the 
paper machinery underneath the broken 
pulley. When this pulley was put in place 
it ran true and seemed to be perfectly 
balanced. For some time prior to the ac- 
cident it had been noted that the pulley 
wabbled considerably. It was reported by 
the machine tender to be greatly out of 
balance. Knowing that the pulley was in 
balance when erected, the millwright did 
not pay much attention to the machine 
tender’s protest; in fact, the pulley was 
suffered to run to destruction. 

A short time afterward a similar com- 
plaint was made of another high speed pul- 
ley. Profiting by past experience, the mill- 
wright investigated this case and found the 
pulley to be seriously out of balance, and 
that the whole trouble was occasioned by 
dirt and grease inside of the pulley rim. 
The dirt had been suffered to collect for 
many months; a little grease had fallen 
from the oil cups and the dirt was felted 
into a hard cake or bunch. When the dirt 
was removed and the pulley thoroughly 
cleaned the trouble disappeared and the 
pulley was as nicely balanced as when first 
erected. 

It requires only a few ounces of weight, 
located at one spot inside of pulley rim, to 
create quite a disturbance when running 
at high speed. The mechanic can compute 
the centrifugal force at his leisure and will 
find it much greater than he expected. 
While cleaning up the inside of a pulley it 
will pay to give some attention to the con- 
dition of the belt which runs on the outside 
of the pulley. Any belt which is in good 
shape should convey 1 horse power for 
every inch in width of double leather, while 
traveling at the rate of 500 feet per minute, 
and every inch width of single leather belt- 
ing should transmit 1 horse power while 
traveling at the rate of 800 feet per minute. 

If the belt does not do its duty better, 
examine it carefully and see if the leather 
is not hard and stiff or covered with dirt or 
in some abnormal condition which prevents 
its proper adhesion to the pulley. The 
more that dust and dirt are allowed to 
gather upon the pulley the more moisture 
will this absorb, and the sooner will the 
leather become hard and stiff, crack open 
and fail to transmit the required power. A 
belt found in this condition should be re- 
moved and scraped clean with a dull knife 
or buffet, and every dusty place should be 
immediately washed clean with warm water 
and a sponge. While still damp it should 
be treated to a coat of oil. Many people 
recommend castor oil for this purpose, but 
it is not so good as some other material. 
Both castor oil and tallow contain a kind of 
acid which seems to injure leather to a cer- 
tain extent. Neatsfoot oil is the proper 
kind for dressing leather, but this material 
is becoming too costly for ordinary use. 
Manufacturers of leather have substituted 
tish oil to great advantage, but another ma- 
terial has lately come into use which is 
better than fish oil and almost equal to 
neatsfoot. This is the ordinary vaseline of 
commerce; not the refined vaseline used 
for toilet purposes, but the kind which is 
sold in large quantities at a much lower 
price. 

While the belt is still damp from washing 
rub a coat of vaseline upon the leather 
either with a cloth or a stiff brush; an 
ordinary scrubbing brush makes an excel- 
lent implement for this purpose. No more 
vaseline should be put upon the belt than 
it will absorb within an hour. If the belt 
is very old and dry it should be treated to 





| . 
two or three coats upon successive days. 


In the meantime let the belt run and do its 
ordinary work, but apply the vaseline until 


the belt is soft and pliable. If the belt 


| fails to do the work expected it does not 


pay to cut a piece out of it to make it 
tighter and expect more work to be done. 
The belt should run looser upon its pulley ; 
the looser the better. 

If the belt slips, see that the leather is in 
good condition ; if it is not, make it so at 
once by cleaning and oiling. When this is 
done, should the belt still refuse to do its 
duty and should it be as tight as it ought 
to run, extra power must be gained by 
substituting a belt which is» thicker or 
which has more width. Look to the pul- 
leys and see if the belt is as wide as the 
face of the wheels. Often there will be 
found 2 or 3 inches of width to spare and 
a wider belt will prove a cure. An 
overloaded belt can nearly always be 
relieved by placing a second belt outside 
of the first. If this is done do not try to 
make a double belt of the two by rivet- 
ing them together with two or three 
A surprise party will 
be the sure result of such an_ experi- 
ment. The outer belt is bound to travel 
farther than the inner one, and it will 
do this even if it has to tear out of the 
rivets. 

In connection with the care of belt- 
ing, it pays to have first-class material 
to work upon. Buy a cheap belt which 
has been cut from belly strips and it 
will remain a poor concern until worn 
out, which will not be a very long time. 
Pay a good price for a belt, take good 
care of it, and it will last a long time 
and do its full duty every day of its use. 
When a dealer offers you 40, 15 and 5 
per cent. off, do not try to squeeze him 
down another notch ; he will come there 
if you insist, but the quality of the belt 
will come with him, and if you refuse to

New Process for Making 
Chlorine. 


The manufacture of chlorine from 
ammoniacal soda is based on the transfor- 





mation of the chlorides of calcium or magne- 
sium obtained in the regeneration of ammo- 
nia or of the chloride of ammonia itself. In 
the last case the mother liquors from the 
manufacture of soda are evaporated, and as 
the chloride of ammonia disengages the 
vapor of ammonia while evaporating it will 
be well to use a triple effect apparatus for 
the operation. A solid residuum of chloride 
of sodium and chloride of ammonium results, 
and the two salts are introduced into appro- 
priate apparatus in which the temperature 


is raised to about 300°C. The chloride of

ammonium alone is then sublimated, and 
its vapors are made to run through pulver- 
ized artificial bioxide of manganese, which 
is constantly stirred at a temperature of 300°. 

The chlorine from the chloride of ammo- 
nium combines with the manganese ; oxy- 
gen and ammonia are liberated, the latter 
returning to the manufacture of soda, to- 
gether with the chloride of sodium, which 
was mixed with the chloride of ammonium 
prior to the sublimation. 


The chloride of manganese thus pro- 
duced is mixed with an excess of bioxide of 
nitric acid. By gently 
heating the mixture the chloride is freely 


manganese and 


liberated and a residuum of nitrate of man- 


ganese combined with bioxide of man- 
ganese and nitric acid in excess is ob- 
tained. 


By managing the operation carefully 90 
per cent. and more of the chlorine con- 
tained in the chloride of manganese can be 
secured, while in order to avoid losing any 
trace of nitric acid which would be carried 
off by the chlorine mechanically the gas 
should be sent through a washing appa- 
ratus containing sulphuric acid, which will 
retain the nitric gases.

of chloride of manganese described above. 
The separation of the nitrates thus ob- 
tained is easily effected, owing to the differ- 
ent temperatures at which they decompose 
or by all other known reactions ; they can 
also be calcined at the same time, and then 
the oxide obtained may be conducted into 
the apparatus in which the regeneration of 
the ammonia is effected. It is by the 
chloride of manganese particularly that 
this process finds its application to the 
Leblanc soda manufacture. The chlo- 
ride of manganese obtained is evapor- 
ated to dryness and treated entirely as 
It must be noted that be- 
cause of its molecular state the artificial 
bioxide neutralizes almost completely the 
chlorhydric acid, which under the cir- 
cumstances is the basis of the whole

It is also worth remarking that when, 
as in this process, chloride of ammo- 
nium is taken as a base, oxygen—in case 
the production of this gas should be con- 
sidered—is obtained in the proportion 
of a quarter of a ton to every ton of 
chlorine.—Chronique Industrielle. 
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Perforating Machine. 





The machine herewith illustrated 
has been specially designed for perfor- 
ating thin tissue paper for toilet use. 

The machine is so constructed that 
the paper can be run therethrough ina 
continuous strip or web of any desired 
width and receive at intervals of any 
desired length a line of perforations ex- 
tending across its entire width without 
interrupting the continuous movement 
of the paper and without danger of tearing 
or rupturing the paper. 

The movements of the perforating punch 
es and their dies are positively produced, 
and thereby the use of springs is obviated. 
The speed at which the paper can be run 
through the machine is also increased. 

The machine consists of a cylinder carry- 
ing a series of punches, a pivotally mounted 
die support, and a series of cams for posi- 


tively actuating the punches and die in 
unison. 
Figure 1 is anend elevation of the ma- 


chine, and Fig. 2is a front elevation, the 
shaft and its cams being omitted to more 
clearly show the remaining parts of the ma- 
chine. 

The two end pieces of the frame of the 
machine A A may be secured to a base, A’, 
or may be secured to the floor in the usual 
manner. At the top of the frame are suit- 
able bearings in which is mounted a cam 
shaft,

Near the bottom of the frame and slightly 
in front of the vertical plane of the shaft B 
and cylinder C is mounted the main shaft 
D, which carries cams d@‘'d’ and a gear, d, 
| which meshes with the gear ¢, and which 


will be provided outside of the frame with 





suitable band pulleys by which motion can 








be transmitted thereto from any suitable 
source of power. Another cam shaft, E, is 
mounted in bearings in the frame at the 
rear side of the latter and in a horizontal 
plane between that of the cylinder C and 
the shaft D, the shaft E carrying a gear, 
e, which meshes with the gear ¢ and cams ¢@. 

The punch carrying cylinder C is pro- 
vided with a longitudinal slot or opening, 
in which is located a bar to which is se- 
cured a series of punches and which is free 
to move toward and away from the centre 
of the cylinder. In the slot or opening in 
the cylinder and at the periphery thereof 
there is a fixed guide bar, having a se- 
ries of openings corresponding to the series 
of punches, and through which the latter 
project, which bar serves to steady the 
movement of the punches and protects 
them from being bent or broken from any 
cause. 

Upon the fixed shaft C’ is a rounded rib 
or projection located on the lower side 
thereof, which may extend continuously 
along the shaft within the chambered por- 
tion of cylinder C, or may be composed of 
a series of projections located in the same 
plane, the office of which is to depress the 
bar and punches as the bar is carried past 
the projection by the revolution of the cyl- 
inder C. Also secured to the cylinder C’, 
at each end of the chambered portion of 
shaft C, are two collars, having formed 
within the inner sides thereof cam grooves, 
into which project lips at the ends of the 
bar. The grooves are broken away at a 
point opposite to the projection, and are so 
shaped that as the lips enter the grooves, 
after the bar has passed the projection, the 
continued movement of the cylinder will 
cause the grooves to draw the bar toward 
the centre of the cylinder and retract the 
ends of the punches within the circumferen- 
tial plane of the cylinder. Means are thus 
provided for positively advancing the ends 
of the punches beyond the surface of the 
cylinder at one point in its revolution and 
for positively retracting the ends and re- 
taining them within the surface of the cyl- 
inder throughout the remainder of its revo- 
lution. 

A die plate is secured within the upper 
surface of the die support, which consists 
of a metallic block, c”, having at its ends 
vertical dovetail flanges. The yokes C* 
have at their lower ends an opening to re- 
ceive the ends of the block, and have within 
their outer surfaces an undercut groove to 
receive the flanges on the latter, whereby the 
block is adapted to havea limited move- 
ment within the yokes toward and away 
from the cylinder C, upon which the yokes 
are pivotally mounted, as before described. 
The die plate and the upper surface of the 
block are curved transversely to correspond 
with the curvature of the surface of 
cylinder, whereby the paper is adapted to 
be tightly and evenly clamped between the 
block and die plate and the cylinder. 

The block is provided with a slot, located 
beneath the series of openings in the die 
plate, to enable the small circular pieces of 
paper removed by the punches to escape to 
the floor, and thus prevent them from in- 
terfering with the operation of the punches. 
To the ends of the block are secured, 
by means of screws or in any suitable 
plates ¢'’, which embrace the 
manner similar to the 


manner,

article and very little having been made in 
this country. 

Manufacturers of manilla paper are bene- 
fited by putting jute butts on the free list. 
If present prices of manillas can be main- 
tained with free jute butts, manufacturers 
will be able to realize a better profit on their 
product. A little larger margin between 
the cost of manufacture and the selling 
price would not discourage manilla paper 
manufacturers. 

The paper stock market holds subjeet to 
old conditions. The market is firm in tone 
and some little movement is noted, but 
transactions seem rather limited and there 
seems to be a feeling of uncertainty as to 
future of the market. Some think a more 


active demand for paper stock will soon de- 
velop, while others act as though pres- 
ent conditions might last for some time to 
come. 

Imports of paper stock for the week 
include 1,100 bales of rags, 234 bales 
and 592 coils of manillas, 1,533 bales of low 
grade stock, 1,999 bales of chemical pulp 
and 174 bags of sizing. 

Imports of paper makers’ chemicals have 
been very limited for the past week owing 
to the non-arrival of steamers, only 74 
casks of alkali and 1,400 bags of soda ash 
being received. Later in the week local 
supplies will be larger. 


Outside of quotations there is little to 
note in the chemical market. Bleaching 
powders still hold at 14¢@1.55c., and in 
very light supply. Caustic soda is very 
firm, selling at 3.20@3\4c. for spot lots and 
at 3.10@8.15c. to arrive. Soda ash is 
quoted at 14g@134c. and alkali at 1.42\4¢@ 
1.45c. Soda crystals sell at 1.05@1.10c.

Illustrations are given of an improved 
mechanism for making stripes or otherwise 


ornamenting paper bags, and 


among the objects in view are to adapt a 
paper bag machine for the reception and 


co-operation of mechanism for ornamenting 


a web of paper from which bags are made ; 


to provide suitable mechanism for orna 


menting the paper as it is taken from the 
web and conducted to the machine proper ; 
to provide means for controlling the supply 
of ink to the striping roll and to dry the

S represents a scraper or wiper, consist- 
ing of any suitable material—for instance, 
cloth, felt or leather—and is arranged in a 
frame S’, pivoted, as at 5*,so that by means 
of an adjusting screw or bolt, Ss, one end of 
the frame may be depressed, thereby ele- 
vating the opposite end, which is adjacent 
to the striping roll, and thus causing the 
scraper or wiper S to bear with more or less 
force upon the periphery of the roll. 

Adjusting screws, S‘, are arranged in the |

and provided with the striping or orna- 
menting mechanism ; Fig. 3 is an end ele- 
vation of the complete machine. 

A represents the bed or table of a bag 
machine, B the former, C the feed or draw- 
ing rolls, D the severing knife, E the fold- 
ing blade, F F the folding and delivering 
rolls, G the carrying belt for conveying 
completed bags away from the machine, H 
the final paste roll acting in conjunction 
with the folding blade E, I the primary 
guiding roller, J the bellows fold forming 
disks, and K the seam lapping fingers, all 
of which are of well-known construction. 

In this instance the knife D, or severing 
device, is mounted on an arm, D’, project- 
ing from a shaft, D*, arranged diagonally 
with reference to the direction of the pas- 
sage of the material through the machine, 


and receiving its motion by being geared to 
one of the feed rollers, C. 

The parts of the machine thus far men- 
tioned are to be operated in any well-known 
manner. 

L represents the web, and L’ the tube | 
formed therefrom. 

M represents a guide roller arranged to 





cause the web L to pass clear of the roll 
from which it is unwound to the primary 
guide roller, I, of the machine. 

N is the usual seam pasting roll and 
fountain. 

In addition to the guide roll M there is | 
provided a companion roll, O, which serves | 
to retain the web L in contact with an im. 
pression roller, P, represented as hollow | 
and having hollow journals, in order that | 
steam may be introduced therein by means, 
for example, of the pipe P’. (Shown in 
dotted lines in Fig. 3.) 

© represents the striping roll, and it 
consists in this instance of a roll the body 
of which is formed of wood and provided | 

the | 


with a series of grooves, whereby 


paper manipulating mechanisms of the ma- 
chine, the stripes will not only be parallel 
with each other, but will be parallel with 
the edges of the completed bag and will ap- 
pear upon all the outer sides and upon the 
bottom of the bag when completed, whether 
the bag be made from a plain tube or 
when having what are known as ‘“ bellows” 
sides. 

If desired the peripheries of the rings 
may do the printing. 

An additional advantage of this invention 
is that it saves the winding and rewinding 
of the web and the passage thereof through 
striping mechanism and subsequent drying 
mechanism in order to ornament the paper, 
one complete handling being saved. 

By the location and arrangement of the 
drying roller in close proximity to the strip- 
ing mechanism the web has a longer time 
to dry before it arrivessat any of the tube 
or bag forming mechanisms which come 
into contact with the striped surtace of the 
web, this being in this instance, first, the 
guide roller I, and next the upright guiding 


| rods B’, which serve to maintain the surplus 


material at each side of the former B. 

The ink well R is provided on its under 
surface with ribs R’, which ride in grooves 
formed in the upper surface of two risers, R?, 
and is connected with a fixed part of the 
machine by coiled springs, or it may be by 
any other suitable device or devices, for 
yieldingly drawing the well and the striping 
roller mounted thereon against the web as 
it passes around the impression and drying 
roller P, thus permitting the striping roller 
to adapt itself to varying thicknesses of dif- 
ferent webs. 

The web L is supported on the web shaft 
L*, which is provided with tension weights, 
L*, and the usual well known tension bar L4, 
pivotally connected with a fixed part of the 
frame by arms L.

On entries of unbleached 
pulps the increase in the duty ranges from 
20 to 40 per cent., according to the value of 
the goods. The lower grades of goods «re 
affected more than those which are of more 
value. The second quality of both soda 
and sulphite pulps is made in this coun. 
try. I mean second quality when com. 
pared with the first quality of Norwegian 
pulps. On unbleached pulps the old duty 
was about $4.25 per ton, whereas the new 
duty is $6, which is an actual increase of 
$1.25 per ton. 


H. C. Hulbert, of H. C. Hulbert & Co., New 
York—I do not know what the duty on 
paper makers’ felts is under the new law, 
nor do any of the importers. The old tariff 
had a special clause for these goods and 
compelled them to pay 20 cents a pound 
and 80 per cent. ad valorem. From a read. 
ing of the new tariff I am of the opinion 
that the new duty is 44 cents a pound and 
50 per cent. ad valorem. I base my opin- 
ion onthe following section of the tariff law: 

‘*394.—On woolen or worsted cloths, 
shawls, knit fabrics and all fabrics made on 
knitting machines or frames, and all manu. 
factures of every description made wholly 
or in part of wool, worsted, the hair of the 
camel, goat, alpaca or other animals, not 
specially provided for in this act, valued at 
not more than 30 cents per pound, the duty 
per pound shall be three times the duty im.

Oliver D. Steele filed a bill in the Superior 
Court, at Chicago, on the 3d inst., charging 
officers of the Chicago Paper Manufacturing 
Company, of Pontiac, Ill., with fraudulently 
duplicating certificates of stock and asking 
for a receiver to settle the affairs of the 
company. F. DeWitt Smith, president of 
the company, is designated as the officer 
who has been illegally issuing stock. The 
company was organized several years ago 
witha capital stock of $100,000. The shares, 
of $100 each, are held as follows: Wellen 
Smith, 100; F. Gerrit Yates, 50; H. F. 
Smith, 200; F. DeWitt Smith, 250; Charles 
C. Yates, 50; Herman W. Gerlach, 250. 
Mr. Steele bought fifty shares about a year 
ago on representations that the stock would 
pay good dividends. The directory of the 
company is composed of F. DeWitt Smith, 
Charles C. Yates, Herman W. Gerlach, F. 
Gerrett Yates and Wellen Smith. F. DeWitt 
Smith was elected president and Gerlach 
secretary and treasurer. It is charged that 
the directors paid no attention to their 
duties and were merely figureheads, while 
Gerlach allowed the president to take away 
and conceal all the books belonging to the 
office of the secretary and treasurer. With 
these books in his possession, it is alleged, 
Smith began a systematic course of de- 
frauding the stockholders. Itis alleged he 
issued 600 shares in addition to the author- 
ized issue, and managed this by duplicating 
the stock certificates already in circulation. 
These Certificates are now on the market 
and are the cause of much confusion. The 
court is asked to discriminate between the 
regular and fraudulent issue of stock and 
cancel the latter. It is asserted that Smith 
took control of the erection of the mill at 
Pontiac, and while he expended $20,000 he 
charged the company $70,000 for it. It is 
also said that he allowed some wrongful 
judgments to be entered against the cor- 
poration, which is said now to be insolvent. 
This concern should not be confounded with 
the Chicago Paper Company, of Chicago.
